Cubs unveil new 
drawings, expanded 
underground clubhouse

A top Cubs executive Tuesday unveiled draw- 
ings of the team’s latest revised proposal for the 
renovation of Wrigley Field, saying an expand- 
ed, underground clubhouse and other changes 
will add $75 million to the overall cost. 

The 30,ooo-square-foot clubhouse, which 
would include a bi-level basement beneath 
a new plaza on the triangle-shaped property 
at the northeast corner of Clark Street and 
Waveland Avenue, would be the second largest 
in Major League Baseball, according to Cubs 
President of Business Operations Crane Ken- 
ney Only the New Tbrk T^nkees would have a 
larger one, he said. 

Kenney displayed renderings of the club- 
house and images of what the seven-proposed 
outfield signs might look like. The presentation 
came as the team prepares to seek approval for 
the new signs and some additions to the bleach- 
ers next month from the Commission on Chi- 
cago Landmarks. 

He said the organization has been working 
closely with city planners on designs that would 
comply with the city’s architectural landmark 
standards for the loo -year-old ballpark. 

“^X^’ve been working for the last several 
months with {the city Planning Department] 
and Landmarks to show them our ideas and 
take back their feedback,” Kenney said, add- 
ing that last year’s rulings by the Landmarks 
Commission that allowed two outfield signs 
established something of a blueprint for bigger 
plans. “We needed to make sure we fit into the 
ruling from last summer, which all of this does.” 

Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts announced 
last week that his team would soon seek city 
approval for plans that include more signs than 
those approved last summer. The seven-sign 
plan was the Cubs’ original proposal, before it

was scaled back in an attempt to compromise 
with the owners of nearby rooftop clubs that 
have lucrative views into the ballpark. 

But attempts to get a guarantee from all roof- 
top club owners that they would not sue the 
team hit an impasse, Ricketts said, so the Cubs 
decided to go forward with the team’s original 


plan, which would produce more revenue. That 
additional revenue would help in expanding the 
clubhouse and make up for less money the team 
expects from the revenue sharing agreement 
with the rooftop clubs, Kenney said Tuesday 
“If we can make more money with them, 
then we will,” Kenney said of the rooftop clubs. 


“If we can’t, we’ll make more money on our side 
of the street.” 

The Cubs and rooftop owners have a reve- 
nue-sharing contract inked in 2003 that runs 
through 2023. Owners of the rooftop clubs de- 
clined comment. 

The clubhouse, and other improvements in- 
cluding a new 200 -seat restaurant behind the 
home dugout, would boost the overall renova- 
tion cost to $375 million from the previously 
planned $300 million, team officials said. The 
Ricketts family also plans to build a hotel west 
of Clark and a plaza and office-retail building 
on the triangle property

Nick Thiry was an ordinary 
20-something— until he was 
diagnosed with cancer

Nick Thiry had just moved back to Chicago from 
California, started a job at The Wit hotel, and 
found an apartment in November 2012 when he 
went to have a lump on his testicle checked out. 

“Right as I started to feel like I was getting into 
my routine, it was all sort of brought to a halt,” 
Thiry said. 

He had testicular cancer. And it already had 
spread to his abdomen and lungs. 

Thiry 24, of Roscoe Village, is one of near- 
ly 70,000 young adults between the ages of 
15 and 40 diagnosed with cancer every year in the 
United States, according to the National Cancer 
Institute. Although the population of 20- and 
30 -somethings with cancer is relatively small 
compared with the 1.7 million total, cancer poses 
a unique set of challenges to Millennial patients, 
according to the American Cancer Society 

People in their 20s and 30s have hormonal and 
biological differences, which still are being stud- 
ied, compared to young children or people older 
than 40, said Jen Reichek, a physician at Lurie 
Children’s Hospital. Young adults don’t always 
fit comfortably into pediatric or adult hospitals, 
and some Millennials are reluctant to bring their 
health concerns to a physician. 

Access to health care, which isn’t great for 
young adults, is another concern, Reichek said. 
“If you’re in college and go to the health center, 
and they don’t know what they’re talking about, 
you may not get the right tests; you may get

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bounced around from provider to provider; and 
nobody ever thinks that cancer could be the rea- 
son you feel crappy” she said. “If you don’t have 
insurance and you don’t have a doctor, you’re less 
likely to seek care in a timely manner.” 

The cost of treating cancer is incredibly steep 
on its own, according to Reichek. But treatment 
can be particularly expensive if the cancer is 
diagnosed at a late stage, which can happen to 
young adult patients who do not get the routine 
health screenings that older patients are expect- 
ed to undergo. 

“It’s up to millions of doUars over a year,” she 
said. “I have patients who get billed for thou- 
sands of dollars after every hospitalization.” 

Thiry’s case is a lucky one, he said. Testicular 
cancer can be treated very quickly and his par- 
ents’ insurance was able to cover the treatment. 
After multiple surgeries and four rounds of che- 
motherapy, he was declared cancer-free only four 
months after the diagnosis. 

The emotional toll of the illness was significant 
and humbling, Thiry said. He watched his savings 
account shrink from related expenses and dealt 
with seeing his friends post photos from Friday 
nights at bars while he was undergoing chemo- 
therapy and struggling with nausea. 

“Putting your life on hold when you’re 23 is 
never easy especially when no one else has to do 
it,” he said. “I don’t think people realize how it 
affects literally every aspect of your life.” 

Matthew Zachary, 39, who was diagnosed with 
brain cancer at 21, founded Stupid Cancer, a radio 
show and online resource for young adults with 
cancer. “There are general issues you face just 
being alive in your 20s and 30s: jobs, unemploy- 
ment, careers, parenting,” he said. “Cancer, on 
top of that, amplifies the needs you have anyway” 

The illness can feel isolating for young adults 
as they confront problems like the financial bur- 
den of treatment, the potential of becoming in- 
fertile and the psychological toll associated with 
a life-threatening illness long before their peers 
even have given them thought, he said. 

“We wanted to give a generation permission 
to be really angry that this disrupted their lives 
when they’re supposed to be taking 10 steps for- 
ward,” Zachary said. 

Thiry said he values the connections he has 
made with other cancer survivors, and wants to 
pay it forward. He now volunteers with Imerman 
Angels, a Chicago-based nonprofit that connects 
current patients with survivors, mentoring and 
offering moral support to other young men. 

“If someone told me you’re going to go through 
chemo and two surgeries and come out better, I 
would have laughed at them,” he said. “But I’m in- 
finitely more confident having gone through it.”

Emanuel to push for new gun rules 


Sales would have to 
be videotaped, stores 
prohibited near schools

Chicago could require gun dealers to video- 
tape sales and ban gun stores near schools and 
parks under Mayor Emanuel’s latest attempt 
to heavily regulate firearms sales following a 
federal court ruling that tossed out the city’s 
outright ban on gun sales. 

The plan, to be introduced at Wednes- 
day’s City Council meeting, would require 
gun dealers to videotape sales “to discourage 
traffickers and buyers who use false identifi- 
cation,” according to a report from the city 
detailing the specifics of the ordinance. 

In addition, the proposal would require a 
72-hour waiting period for purchasing hand- 
guns and 24 hours for rifles and shotguns. A 
dealer would be able to sell only one handgun 
per month per buyer, and the store records 
would be subject to quarterly audits to dis- 
courage trafficking. 

Gun retailers will require special-use per- 
mits, would only be allowed in areas with a 
few commercial zoning designations and they 
would not be allowed within 500 feet of a 
school or park, according to Janey Rountree, 
Emanuel’s deputy chief of staff for public 
safety Because of those tight rules, gun stores 
only would be eligible to set up in spots that 
comprise about 0.5 percent of Chicago’s geo-

Eor Emanuel, it’s important to be viewed 
as taking the issue seriously Some South and 
West side neighborhoods continue to be 
wracked by gun violence. Emanuel’s support 
among African-American voters has fallen 
since his 2011 election. 

On Tuesday Emanuel told a downtown ho- 
tel ballroom fuU of police officers that the new 
rules are “a smart, tough and enforceable way 
to prevent illegal guns in the city of Chicago.” 

“Now that we’re required to allow gun sales 
within the city limits, we do it in a way that 
does not undermine our public safety goals,” 
said Emanuel, speaking at the police depart- 
ment’s annual awards ceremony

Obama outlines plan 
to leave Afghanistan 


President Obama onTixesday outlined a plan to 
withdraw all but 9,800 American troops from 
Afghanistan by the end of the year and pull out 
the rest by the end of 2016, ending more than 
a decade of military engagement triggered by 
the Sept. II attacks on the United States. 

The decision means that Obama will leave 
office in early 2017 having extricated the 
country from the longest war in U.S. history. 
He ended Washington’s combat presence in 
Iraq in 2011. 

Obama’s White House Rose Garden an- 
nouncement prompted criticism from Re- 
publicans that the hard-fought gains made 
against the Taliban could be lost in much the 
same way that sectarian violence returned to 
Er.iq Jtt4fr rhtf TIN. withdmw.il.

The Public House Theatre 
explores modern dating 
in ‘Love Me, Tinder’

Tinder, the mobile dating app 
that brings unlimited booty call 
possibilities to your phone, has 
done wonders for the world 
of hookups. It’s the ultimate 
in immediate gratification— 
swipe right to attempt to con- 
nect; swipe left to reject— de- 
signed to keep singles coming 
back to the candy store for more. It’s 
efficient, it’s fun and— since you have 
control over who can message you and Tinder 
accounts are connected to users’ Facebook 
pages— it’s relatively safe. So what could pos- 
sibly go wrong? 

That’s the question that Public House 
Theatre founder and “Bye Bye Liver” creator 
Byron Hatfield— who got married in 2013 — 
asked himself when he and his wife noticed

he said. ‘After a series of frenzied swipes and 
texts, they would disappear for sudden dates 
or meet up for drinks with people no one had 
even heard of Sometimes there was a second 
date.

Sometimes 
they disappeared for two days and came back 
smiling like the cat that stole the canary— and 
then probably had sex with it.” 

He was fascinated. ‘And by ‘fascinated,’ I 
mostly mean confused and frightened,” Hat- 
field said. “Watching my friends and employ- 
ees try to figure out who was a {spambot}, 
catfish or real person— and what they each 
wanted— was hilarious.” So he set about writ-

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‘Watch Dogs’ taps 
into cyber fears

Aiden Pearce is a superhero for our tech- 
obsessed time. The gravelly-voiced protago- 
nist of Ubisoft’s open-world game “Watch 
Dogs” spends most of his time fighting crime 
by staring into his smartphone like the rest 
of us. In a hyper-connected Chicago where 
nearly everything and everyone are tangled 
in the grid, super-strength or the power of 
flight aren’t required to deliver street justice. 
Pearce is way more effective than Super- 
man— he simply employs a cybertool that 
can hack into central networks to control 
everything from traffic lights and security 
cameras to his nephew’s iPad. 

As real-life Americans grapple with fears 
about domestic spying and weaponized 
drones, that aspect of “Watch Dogs” feels 
timely and terrifying. But those relevant 
themes mostly are window dressing to drive 
a limp story about Pearce’s revenge mission

and the discovery of a corrupt corporation. 

Similarly, the game’s use of Chicago is only 
skin deep. It lavishly mimics some of our 
neighborhoods and landmarks, especially if 
you stick to the Loop and Mag Mile. But the 
further you explore, the worse it gets. Most 
disappointing is “Watch Dogs’ ” treatment 
of Chicago’s troubled and violent South and 
West sides. To have the white male Pearce 
comment on the projects’ institutional prob- 
lems and then kill dozens of gang members 
borders on exploitative. 

The game works best when it sticks to 
running, driving and playing with Pearce’s 
high-tech toys. The task of infiltrating a 


well-guarded base filled with gun-toting bad 
guys or stalking an online opponent often 
feels like a real-time logic puzzle where 
preparation is just as essential as execution. 
Gunning your way through a small army of 
opponents is never as effective as employ- 
ing stealth and a grab bag of cyber-tricks. 
There’s also an amazing amount of things to 
do in “Watch Dogs.” If you get bored of the 
main missions, try your hand at preventing 
crimes before they happen (think “Minority 
Report”), hacking into other players’ games 
online, street racing, poker or dozens of 
other activities. 

Since its first breathtaking trailer debuted 
almost two years ago, “Watch Dogs” has 
been hyped as a brainier version of “Grand 
Theft Auto.” But just as former Republican 
presidential candidate Rick Perry recently 
took to wearing thick, black-framed glasses 
to come off as an intellectual, “Watch Dogs” 
borrows serious themes of privacy and the 
modern surveillance state to trick us into 
thinking it’s way smarter than the typical 
game. As it turns out, the intelligence and 
nuance of “Watch Dogs” only extends to its 
thrilling, well-crafted gameplay

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Sharknado sequel 
aims for more bite

If it’s true that lightning never strikes in the same 
place twice, then neither does a sharknado. 

For the sequel to last summer’s surprise so- 
cial media phenomenon, director Anthony C. 
Ferrante knew he had to take his low-budget 
sharks-in-a-tornado premise somewhere 
else— in this case, east to New York City 
“Sharknado 2: The Second One,” premieres 
July 30 onSyfy 

“The climax of the first ‘Sharknado’ took 
place in a parking lot and an alley in Van 
Nuys,” Ferrante said. “With New York City, 
we can take our little budget and use these 
great landmarks such as the Statue of Liberty, 
Times Square, the Empire State Building.” 

The next chapter in the Sharknado tale re- 
unites the stars of the first film, Ian Ziering 
and Tara Reid, along with new cast members 
Kari Wuhrer, Vivica A. Fox, Mark McGrath 
and Judah Friedlander as they do battle with 
deadly airborne man-eating sharks. And yes, 
there will be more chainsaw action. 

“That’s a story point: Where do you find a 
chainsaw in Manhattan?” Ziering said. “But I 
got one and it’s the biggest chainsaw I’ve ever 
seen. It’s a 4-foot chainsaw, the kind of thing 
you’d use to cut down redwood trees. It must 
have weighed 35 pounds.” 

In the sequel, Ziering is back as surfer- 
turned-shark fighter Fin Shepherd, who must 
save New York and his extended family, includ- 
ing brother-in-law (McGrath), sister (Wuhrer) 
and childhood best friend (Friedlander). 


“When I got the script for the sequel, it 
read like a $100 million blockbuster,” Ziering 
said. ‘After the first 10 pages, I almost had to 
take a nap.” 

No one expected much from the first 
“Sharknado” when it premiered last summer. 
The latest in a string of low-budget Syfy origi- 
nal productions such as ‘Arachnoquake” and 
“Mega Python vs. Gatoroid,” the film didn’t get 
a whole lot of fanfare. Ferrante watched it with 
his wife and daughter at a friend’s house, and 
Ziering didn’t even take a night off from his gig 
dancing with the Chippendales in Vegas. 

Though the actual TV ratings for the pre- 
miere were relatively soft, with 1.4 million 
watching, subsequent airings grew. By the 
time the film had aired a third time weeks lat- 
er, it drew an audience of 2.1 million, making 
it the highest-rated encore performance of a 
Syfy original film. 

Though “Sharknado 2” was made with the 
same low-budget guerrilla spirit as the first 
film, many more noteworthy people were in- 
terested in participating this time. Perez Hil- 
ton, Billy Ray Cyrus, Pepa of Salt-N-Pepa and 
Judd Hirsch, who plays a taxi driver, all make 
appearances. 

“We had more people than we knew what 
to do with,” Ferrante said. Which led to some 
outrageous situations, such as the 79 -year-old 
Hirsch doing his own stunts. 

“We had him swinging on a rope in front of 
a green screen,” Ferrante said. “We kept ask- 
ing if he was OK!”
